Everyone appeared in holiday attire. The 
itoires Aud houses were gay witli bunting; 
busine'^s generally was suspended, imd 
there could not have been richer promiao 
of a brilliant and loyal wolcomo to the 
governor-general of the Doiiiinioii by the 
premier city of British Columbia, rogal in 
name and loyal in :.jntir.ioiit. 

At an early hour workmen were engag- 
ed on the final preparations at the amphi- 
theatre at the corner of Government and 
Yates streets, while private citizens put 
^he ^njshing tour;|ioB to t|ieir decorations 
pn tjie . Ijne of • iparoh. In the harbor 
e^ery craft displayed bunting, while 
tl)e barks Aldon Besse and Prince Rupert, 
the ship Spartan, and the steamer Alux-

Flags fluttered in the breeze at tiio foot 
of the approach to the II. B. Co. 'a whurf, 
where the vice regal party were to make a 
landing, Wharf, Johnaon, Government 
and Fort streets were lined on either sido 
with small evergreen trees, vrhile all along 
flag! were floating from the buildings or 
were extended CD lines across the street. 
Johnson street was particularly handsome 
in iti display of colors. Those on the

mast about halfway to the top lines of Hags 
of every doacriptiun wore connected with 
buildings in all direoti' ., and floating 
over the amphitheatro, v lich was a pro- 
fusion of flags draped and festooned, form- 
ed a lovely picture. In the rear of tho 
dais where tlio address was to bo proaeut- 
ed was tho British coat of arms with a 
bockground of the "Hag that waved a 
thousand years the battle and the breeze." 
Immodiatoly oppoaito tho union jack and 
tho stars and atripos ware hung on either 
side of a central piece. The hanging and 
draping was the work of the over-obliging 
blue jackets, the many flags being kindly 
loaned by tho ofheora (if tho navy for the 
purpose. The public which had con- 
centrated here, though crowding forward 
rather too much, were very

many a one cracking a joke upon the ait- 
uation or on whatever transpired to cauao 
comment. Tho seats roaerved for the 
ladies were filled with fair occupants. The 
adjacent stores wore decked with over- 
greens and bunting, and last but not least 
their verandahs were adorned with a num- 
erous sprinkling of tho fair sex who re- 
ceived liberal recognition from tho vice- 
regal carriage. The stays of tho electric, 
light tower were utilized to good advan- 
tage in tho hanging of vari-colored flags, 
and were in koeping with the other lively 
features of this point. The patience of 
tho crowd was not over-tested, although 
their expectancy was several times taken 
advitntage of by would-bo wags, whoso

51)1 Mayor AND Genxlemhn,— I have 
much pleasure in receiving your loyal ad- 
drees, and I accept without reservation 
the expression of that continued loyalty 
and attachment to, The Thnmo and Gov- 
ornoient nf tier M;ijeaty, which you are 
able to offer mo on the part of tho citi- 
zens of Victoria. I have in addition to 
tender you my personal acknowledgement 
of the welcome with which you have been 
good enough to receive. me on tho oocasioif 
of my first visit to the capital of this im-^ 
portnnt province. There is no part of the 
Doniiiiiuo with which I waa more anxious 
to niiiko myself accjuainted, nor one at 
which I could have arrived with pleasanter 
anticiputlons. Those anticipations have 
been mure than realized; firstj on account 
of the cordiality of your reoeptionj and 
next on account of the impression which 
my first aigl.t of this country'has left upon 
iny mind. If I have ever experienced a 
feeling of pride at being connected with 
the g;)verninent of one of the most im- 
portant portions of the Empire, I can as- 
sure you that that feeling of pride has not 
been diminished by what I have already 
Been of tlit> province ot British Columbia, 
I diio'ot, sir, whctiier there is any capital 
tlio api r laclu's to which are moro calcu- 
lated to imprtss the mind with a sense of 
their grandeur. 

I rejoice to know that the time has 
coino when in fact as well ns in theory the 
fortunes of this country will be united 
to those of the other provinces nf the 
Dvimiiiion. The entrance of British 
Columbia into I ho federal union, the oondi 
tiona which your people insisted upon 
attaching to its cntr.ince, the manner in 
which those conditions have been fulfilled 
form one of the moat iiitcrcatinj^ chiijiters 
<if U.uiadiiui history. 1 eatoeiii iiiyaolf 
fortunate in h.'.'.'ing arrived hero upon tho 
eve of the com[)letion of the great national 
highway which will henceforth unite you 
to your felhiw-iubjects on the other side 
of the mountains, a work whicl\ has been 
devised, constructed, and I may tay almost 
completed under circuinatancos reflecting 
tlio highest credit on the akill and cour- 
age of those immediately reapoiisible for 
the work, and offording a convincing 
proof that the people of Conada, through 
their reproaentativea in parliament, were 
determined upon scrupulously carrying 
out the obligations under which they were 
bound to you. Sir, the results of the com 
plotion of the Caiiariian Pacific railway 
are, 1 think, likely to bo far-roaching and 
important. Nature has piven you a cli- 
mate of the o.'ugnificenco of which I have 
already had some opportunity of judging. 
She has bestowed upon you immense 
sources of wealth in the timber which 
clothes the sides of your valleys, the 
teeming lislierics of ynur bays and rivers, 
and tho minerals of which we can hS yot 
only suapect tho value. She has given 
you besides all this a scenery which will 
certainly attract to thia coast a atreim of 
visitors and tourists. All that you raquiro 
is the labor and capitul to dotfelop these 
resources. Sir, I believe that both are 
likely to 11 )w towards you in an abundant 
stream henceforward. 

With regard to your city, I think it isj 
not too much to say that, situated as it is 
within easy reach o( tho terminus of the 
traiisconlineptal line and in oluse proxim- 
ity to roadsteads upon which tho navies 
of the world might tii}at in safely, it is 
likely to aliare in any prosperity which 
.the province is likely to derive, and that 
it will certainly not be loft behind by any 
of ita ciiinpetitora. 

I have pnly tpiadd, qir, that I note with 
pleasure the wish wliich you have ex 
pressed that it miglit have been possible 
for Lady Luifidowno to accompany me. 
'Tile jMurnoy whirh I have miido waa per- 
haps somewhat too rapidly pushed^ through 
to admit uf her being present with me.

The text of the civic address rend yea- 
terdsy By Mayor Bithet must have favor- 
ably ' impressed ' the Marquis of Lans- 
downo. His excellency haa pussed through 
the province by a new and hitherto lui- 
travolod route, and roiichod the end of 
Ilia journoy without luiviug met a man 
witli a grievance ! Wliat a wonderful 
thing, to see planted on the aliorua of the 
Pacific a pooplu so conlented, liappy and 
prosperous tliat they have no complaint 
to niako or wrong that thoy want re- 
dressed. Lord Lansdowne's visit has 
occurred under happier auspices and a 
brighter political sky than those that 
met his predecessors. Lord Dufferiu, 
nine years ago, found this province on the 
verge of insurrection. The people's peti- 
tions for a fuliilmont of tho terina under 
which British Columbia had entered the 
union had buon diarei^arded ; a suleiun 
treaty known as tho "Carnarvon teinis" 
Iiad been ifjnored, and popular sonlimout 
waa exoited to a doijren that iniporiloii 
the existence of the confederatiun . A 
"rebel arch," so-called, under which 
Lord Dutlerin declined tu puss, bore the 
legend ''Carnarvon Terms or Separation," 
and deputations that waited upon the 
distinguished visitor went there in a 
sullen condition of mind and came away 
unsatisGed and disloyal. Five years later 
Lord Lome came. Ho received an hos- 
pitable welcome. In the interval the 
transcontinental railway had been com- 
menced and was well underway, and a 
fooling of coiuenlnient had talcen the 
place uf the desjiair that jirevailed at tlie 
coining of Lord DuU'orm. But there 
wore grievances. I'nuninent among them 
wore the failure of the Dominion goverii- 
mentto secure tho construction of tho Is- 
land railway (a work guaranteed under 
the Carnarvon terms), and their refusal 
to throw open the ruihvny lands to settle- 
ment. A statement of those omissions 
was laid before Lord Lome in the var- 
ious addresses. The statement was re- 
ceived by htm in a kindly spirit, and it 
has since been our happy privilege to an- 
nounce that as grievances they no longur 
exist. The Island railway is in course of 
rapid construction, and settlers are rapidly 
occupying the railway lands. Therefore, 
we say, that British Columbians are a 
people without a grievance. The civic 
address contains not a word that can be 
oonstrued into a complaint or a sentence 
that does not breathe a spirit of loyalty 
and attachment to Her Mnjusty's goverii- 
ment and that of tho Dominion . Tho 
eloquent reply of His Excellency ex- 
presses feelings of hopeful confidence in 
the future of this province — which Lord 
Dufforin was pleased to stylo "glorious" — 
and this lovely and brave little city 
whose rapid growth and commercial ex- 
pansion havo surprised even its ov/n 
citizens. Lord Lui.sdowuo niu.st bo | 
felicitated upon his happy and well- | 
chosen reinarka in reply to the loyal civic i 
address, and the people are to be eun- | 
gratulated upon the presence aiming them j 
at tl.?» »uop-ii.fOui iierii.Hl in (hnir career 
of the governor-general of the Dominion.

LORD SALISBURY AT NEWPORT. 

The Conservative Govcriiiuciit 
f> fV\ JPpIlcy.- . . 

Is O^ittiincd by tiic Premier. 



London, Oct. 7. — Lord Salisbury apoko 
at tho national c jnservativc conference at 
Newport to-d:iy. lie thanked tho cor. - 
scrvativ,., uiii'.ui for exposing the true na- 
ture of the gaudy promises of tho seduc'- 
ivo programme of the liberals. Tho pro 
mior urged his hearers to continue tlieir 
efforts in behalf of conservatism, wdiich, 
ho said, was growing, and had a gloriouft 
future. Lord Saliabury then proceeded 
to enunciate the policy of tiio couperva- 
tivo [larty. Referring to tho disturbance 
in the liaikana, thu premier said: It ia 
no part of tho duty of Rritiali atatesinon 
to interfere in tho affaiis of eastern Rou- 
melia. The treaty of Berlin has not been 
frustrated, nor has the San Stefano treaty 
been restored . Tho policy of the govern- 
ment ia to uphold the Turkish empire, 
and, wherever, it is poasiblo, to do so 
genuinely and lieidtliily; t.o uphold, chor- 
iah and fuatur strong and self-sustained 
nationalities, who have an important 
bearing- on the future of Europe. For 
tho preaont I hope the powers will eotifine 
the distiirbiineos within the limita (jf the 
Rouiiielian torril.ury. Kuaaiaii intluonee. 
would have cbcok-j,l tho iiulitical growth 
of l!ouni,-lia if tho latter country fiad 
united wiih Rulgari,'. in 1377. ilo favored 
a great change in the present measures 
for local self-government. To decentral- 
ize iiiithnrity ill London was part of tho 
new Ko^'eriiment'a p,ilicy.

He believed in a 
closer union of lOo.oland, iind her colonioG, 
with a view of proving the real ntrengtli 
of the nation in European councils, and 
it rtas one of tho iiio.it important (juea- 
ti'iiLs of ihe future. He favored a ineas- 
ure for elieapeniiin and simplifying the 
sale and IraiiHfer of hiiuhs; atiitod that the 
government had received rutiirns aiiowiiig 
that ijeneral crime in Ireland had do 
creftaed. and s^dd that boycotting wh.s 
amenable to tho <jrdiiiary law, which 
would be strongly enforced.

If hens .arc to be kept in winter v, iili 
a view to profit, they must have com- 
fortablo accomodations, where can be 
protected from extnMne cold, and have 
a southern or soutlic-asLern exposure, 
where the siinliglit can be iidniitiod. 

See that all t'owls, young aud old, 
are protected from damp wind.s. It is 
now a good time to stop up uU the 
leaky roofs and batten up any holes 
that might cause direct draughts. Good 
care now ineanH freedom from rou[) 
later. When fowLs arc kept liealty the 
money return is always larger. 

Rou]) usually couios from ( xiiosuro 
during moulting, dumiiiics.s un i bad air 
ilirt, poor feed, foul qusutcis, cold 
winds and lice. Late-hutched chicks 
ncurly always invite roup, and il comes 
and stays unless [ironiptly uiid vigor- 
ously treated. Tlic best po.s.siblu treat- 
ment for rou|i is prevcniioii- Wiicii a 
bird is once aliectcd soiiiulliing must 
be promptly done. Frcciiicntly the best 
thing to ilo is lo Icill and cover or burn 
it up. 

Animal fooil should be sup|ilicil dur- 
ing the winter and in the summer if 
the fowls are contiuod. Milk will part- 
ly supply the want, also scraps from 
the table. A good sub.stituto for meat 
is beef scraps and refuse bones or meat 
from the butcher. The most convenient 
sub.stiLutc i.s to be found in groiiiid bticf 
scraps or animal meal, niadc from re- 
fuse bones, blood and meal ^om the 
slaughter-house.

Tliev should always be provide, | with 
liglit,, iiu.ricious food in good variety. 
Corn and other fattening food should 
be saved for winter use. The old liens, 
too, are just passing through tde moult- 
ing season, a serious time for them. If 
their want.s are carefully aclendi-d to it 
will nialcrially shorten the length of 
their moult, and they will come out in 
excellent condition for the winter lay- 
ing and early spring breeding. They 
ought to be separated from the young 
stock and old roosters, and be allowed 
a season of rest, which they will ap- 
preciate. 

An I'^nglisli piper, the Funiipr and 
Ghaniber of Agriculture .lournal, says: 
"The i'lciil h'.'ii for the farm is one 
thai will lay libTi eggs a year, weight 
when dressed eight pounds, will serve 
as 0. broiler at six weeks old, hunt fur 
its living, good sitters and good mothers 
and never gel too tough to jiass for a 
spring chicken.

fully cull out all imperfect specimens 
each year, breeding only from the best.

'J'lie defendant 
produced hi.s (.'inploy;'!-, his market 
friends, his sister and several othcr.s, to 
establish the fact that ho was not tho 
husband of the presistent Miss Dash, 
and to this evidence ho added that of 
the landlady of a lirighton hotel, who 
Stated that hIic knew Ca|)tain .Macilon- 
ald and butcln.'r j\Ialcolm, that they 
both been at her hostelry at the n'.u.in 
(time, and that they were separate and 
distinct individuals. In the face of this 
evidence the jury disagreed, and ^li s, 
Malcom is ha])py and i\iiss Dash is 
proportionately di.sconsolute. Jt is 
dearly a remarable case tvf mistaken 
identity, as tliere is no reason to doubt 
the good faith of the witnrsses on 
either side.
